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octors Timothy and Pearl Yeh of 
Upland promote the natural way 


of healing. 


The couple operates the Yeh Center of © 
Natural Medicine Inc. on Euclid Avenue, 


specializing in the art of Chinese herbs 
and natural medicine. 


Natural medicine involves physics, 


biophysics and mathematics. It includes 
acupuncture, natural medicine exercises 
and the use of colors, sound and heat in 


the various treatments of illnesses. 


Yeh became interested in natural 
medicine through personal experiences 
about 1940. A natural medicine doctor 


helped relieve his mother’s pain after two 


conventional doctors told her she was 
suffering from two incurable diseases 
and would be dead in two days. 

She survived and told her son he 
should study natural medicine. 


He went to medical school but studied 


conventionai medicine. During his 
studies, however, he developed severe 
stomach ulcers. Doctors told him he 
would have to have 75 percent of his 
stomach removed. 


instead of surgery, Yeh opted to treat 
himself with herbs and his own limited 
knowledge of natural medicine. He no 
longer has stomach problems. 


“Drugs can’t work completely for many 
diseases and herbs can’t work 
completely for many diseases,” Yeh said. 
“‘Natural-medicine fills in the medical 
gap.” 

He earned his general practice medical 
degree in China. He does not have a 
license to practice medicine in the 
United States, although he is licensed by 
the California Board of Medical Quality 
Assurance Division of Allied Health 
Professions to perform acupuncture and 
to administer herbs. His wife has a Ph.D. 
in Chinese natural medicine. 

“In 20 years, medical science has 
found out some drugs can no longer be 
used. These herbs have been used for 
5,000 years without any trouble,” Mrs. 
Yeh said. 

Many of the Yehs patients are seeking 
solutions to weight problems or answers 
to pains conventional doctors can’t treat. 

The Chinese use 6,000 kinds of herbs 
in their practice of medicine. Various 
combinations result in treatments for 
numerous illnesses but each patient 
requires specific attention, Yeh said. 

Some of the more familiar herbs used 
in treatments are honeysuckle, dates, 
licorice, ginseng and chrysanthemum. 

Although the Far East has used herbs 
for centuries, the practice is relatively 


new in the Western world.Yeh, however, 
said he thinks natural medicine will be 
practiced routinely in 50 years. “I believe 
it is urgent for us to bring natural 
medicine to America to help people out 
of their suffering,” Yeh said. 

Although the natural form of medicine 
apparently helps many people, opinons 
differ in the conventional medical 
society. 

Generally, most conventional doctors 
and the California Medical Association 
disapprove of independent holistic- 
humanistic health practioners who lack 
medical studies and experience, 
according to Dr. Fred Gattas, a former 
president of the San Bernardino County 
Medical Society. 

Combining acupuncture with herbs 
can relieve migraine pain, ulcers, 
headaches and allergies, Yeh said. 

Yeh said a combination of 
acupuncture and herbal treatment can 
solve most allergy problems after eight 
to 10 visits. Other ailments take longer. 

“1 would drive a thousand miles to see 
him, | really would,” Ken Harstedt of 
Ontario said. 

Harstedt said he had spurs along his 
spine which caused extreme pain. After 
seeing numerous doctors and spending 
about $20,000, Harstedt said, he went to 


Yeh. He takes acupuncture treatments 
every nine days but is now able to walk 
comfortably and to garden. Conventional 
doctors had told him he would be 
confined to a wheelchair. 

Harstedt said he doesn’t have any ill 
will toward regular doctors but they 
simply couldn’t help him. Yeh did. 

The Yehs also teach patients natural 
medicine exercises including breathing 
techniques, yoga and tai chi, a Chinese 
form of shadow boxing, a self defense 
form that can also be used as an 
exercise. 

Colors and sounds also play an 
important role in the healing process. 
Each of the Yehs’ examination rooms !5 
painted a different color - yellow for 
weight-related problems; blue for blood 
pressure problems; purple for hormone 
or sexual problems; and pink for beauty: 
related problems. 4 

Although the Chinese have been using 
herbs to treat maladies for thousands of 
years, Yeh is combining ancient 
teachings with modern technology. He is 
entering all the information he has about 
herbs and their treatment onto a 
computer program. 

Yeh said he thinks computers one day 
routinely will be asked to diagnose 
problems and prescribe treatments. 2)

Day and other spring 
surprises. 


“These mothers, Scout 
leaders and den mothers 
always have to have a craft for 
the children to do at each 
meeting,” Drake said. Her 
new class is an opportunity 
for the adults to stock up and 
share craft ideas with one 
another.

Drake definitely made up 
for lost time. Her home is a 
hodge podge of Indian 
artifacts, dolls, implements, 
paintings and basketry. Many 
items in her collection are 
gifts. “I think | must haunt 
people because when they’re 
on vacation and they say they 
find something unique and 
get it for me,” she said. “I 
happen to know a lot of very 
nice people.” 

She uses many of her 
examples of Indian life and 
tools to share with her Indian 
students. 

Another of Drake’s jobs is 
working as a librarian in an 
environmental school in 
Devore, a school that focuses 
on nature and the 
environment as well as other 
academic fields. 

Nature is one of Drake’s 
favorite hobbies she shares 
with her husband, Gary. They 
have a menagerie of pets: 
chickens, fish, a pheasant 
named Frazier, a black crow 
that is rehabilitating, a couple 
varieties of quail, a couple 


varieties of rabbits, three 
tortoises and a Cat. 

They also have a garden 
filled with fruit trees, berries 
and grapes and vegetables, 
however, the couple has not 
been successful with their 
pumpkin-growing efforts. “I'd 
love to have a pumpkin patch 
for the kids, but we’ve been 
failures,”’ she said. 

“We both like nature, but 
other than that were very 
opposite,” she said.

If the newborn twins of 
Pamela and Bob Gilpatrick of 
Rancho Cucamonga find their 
parents to be more 
understanding than other 
parents of twins, they might 
just chalk it up to experience. 

Mrs. Gilpatrick is a fraternal 
twin and Mr. Gilpatrick has 
twin sisters. 

“There’s unquestionably a 
genetic tendency toward 
twinning,” said Dr. David 
Comings, director of the 
department of medical 
genetics at the City of Hope 
Medical Center in Duarte. 
“We don’t know exactly how 
to explain it,’ he added. 

Comings said there is a 
recessive gene for fraternal 
twins, which means both 
parents would need to have 
the gene in order to have 
twins. Identical twins are 
generally not the result of 
genetic cause, he added, 
though there are a few cases 
reported. 

It is acommon fallacy that 
this gene skips every other 
generation, Comings said. 
People may have come to that 
conclusion from observing 
the recessive gene becoming 
dominant after skipping a 
generation, he added. 

If you are a female twin, 
your chance of giving birth to 
twins is 22 times greater. 
The rate for male twins is not 
significantly greater than that 
found in the general 
population, he added. 

U.S. Caucasions give birth 
to twins in 6.7 births out of 
every 1,000, according to 
Comings. He said blacks have 
a higher rate of twin births, 
with Californian blacks giving

Last year, plantings of Pinot 
Noir grapes exceeded all other 
red varieties combined — and it 
is the Pinot Noir that gives 
sparkling wine its backbone. 
Most of the plantings of Pinot 
Noir are for sparkling wine. And 
now nurserymen Say that 
plantings of Cabernet are on the 
rise for the first time in almosta . 
decade. 

The increasing interest in 
Cabernet is more subtle than the 
champagne explosion. It started, 
interestingly enough, with the 
wine recession of 1982 and early 
1983. 

Sales of all wine were down, 
and retailers were nervous about 
buying large quantities of any 


makers and nursery owners in 
Northern California’s wine 
country. The California wine 
industry appears to be turning, 
slowly, from white wine back 
toward red. 

Oh, the swing won't be 
noticed for at least three years, 
but predictions by many 
knowledgeable people in the 
industry are that red wine, 
especially Cabernet Sauvignon, 
will be in greater demand in the 
coming few years, and the share 
of the market that white wine 
now commands will decrease. 

Part of the decrease in white 
wine sales will come because of 
the greater demand for sparkling 
wine. That is because, in 
statistical terms, sparkling wine 
and white wine are treated as 
separate categories.

shops has meant more and more 
discounted wines, in all price 
ranges. Good-quality French red 
Bordeaux can be found from $4 
and up. 

And as French wines drew 
much of the wine collectors’ 
dollars, oodles of good 
California wines were left 
behind. As stocks built up on 
store shelves and in 
warehouses, prices began to 
drop. Today drinkable Cabernets 
from California can be found at 
$4 to $6, and fine-quality 
Cabernets at $7 to $11 a bottle 
— just about the same prices 
they were two years ago. 

The wine recession was a 
painful lesson for the California 
wine industry — that the public 
simply won’t stand for prices 
that are high in comparison with 
the French wines. A buyer 
reasons: “‘If | can buy a good-

Q. Our children are badgering 
us to buy them a pair of guinea 
pigs. 

How long do guinea pigs live? 
How often do they reproduce? 
How large are their litters? 

Help! We do not want to be 
overrun with guinea pigs! 

A. Guinea pigs, very 
affectionate little rodents, are 
neither from Guinea nor are they 
pigs. 

Guinea pigs originated in 
South America. It has been 
reported that South American 
Indians kept domestic guinea 
pigs long before the discovery 01 
America. Guinea pig mummies 
and skeletons have been 
discovered during 
archaeological expeditions of 
ancient Inca settlements. 

Apparently Spanish explorers 
took guinea pigs to Europe in 
the 1500s. Dutch merchants 
purchased guinea pigs in Dutch 
Guiana and took them home to 
their children around 1700. 
Dutch guinea pigs soon were 
being sold in France and 
England. 

The Dutch called the furry 
little animals ‘“‘sea pigs.” The 
rodent came from across the 
sea, squealed like a pig, and had

No one knows for sure why 
the little rodents are called 
“guinea pigs.”’ One of the more 
interesting explanations is 
related to the English coin 
known as a guinea. The first 
imported guinea pigs cost 
approximately one guinea. 
Therefore, a guinea pig meant 
“the little pig costing one 
guinea.” 

Guinea pigs reach 
approximately 8 to 14 inches in 
length. Adult females usually 
weigh between 1 and 2 pounds. 
Adult males usually weigh from 
2 to 4 pounds. 

Female guinea pigs often 
reach puberty as early as 5 to 8 
weeks of age. Males are able to 
mate as early as 9 to 10 weeks of 
age. Guinea pigs come into 
season throughout the year at 
intervals of approximately 16 to 
17 days. 

Pregnancy lasts for about 9 to 
10 weeks. The average litter 
contains 2 to 4 guinea pigs. 

Generally, it is permissible for 
the male to be present during 
the birth. The male guinea pig 
usually displays no particular 
interest in the birth. It must be 
remembered, however, that the 
female usually goes into season 
a few hours following birth of a 
litter. If you do not wish to have 
more guinea pigs, you should

Therefore only two 
babies can nurse at any one 
time. The baby guinea pigs 
usually are weaned totally at 
about three weeks of age.

The best way 
to avoid being overrun with 
guinea pigs is to purchase only 


females.

The All-America award-winning flowers for 1985 offer quite a 
diversity in beautiful new annuals for home gardens this coming 
summer. 

The one that surprised and delighted our family the most was 
the award-winning gazania called Mini-Star Tangerine. Orange is 
just about our favorite color in flowers, and Mini-Star Tangerine 
produced massive quantities of single, daisylike flowers ina 
cheery, luminous orange. 

| planted the seeds toward the end of March last year. 
Transplanted in late May, the plants began blooming in July with a 
burst of wonderfully bright tangerine color. They stayed nicely 
compact, their short stems growing to about 8 inches high above 
rosettes of long leaves that gave the plants about a 12-inch 
spread. The flowers were about 212 inches across. 

This gazania also was a real showpiece in hanging baskets, 
and just seems to be an all-around winner. It has been given a 
Fleuroselect award, as well — that’s the European counterpart to 
our North American All-America Selections. 

Another award-winning flower for 1985 that proved to be a 
clearly superior, easy-growing beauty in our garden and patio pots 
last summer was a bright rose-pink geranium called Rose 
Diamond. This geranium proved faster to bloom from seed than 
any other I’ve grown, and the plants are most attractive with 
distinctly zoned leaves and large flower heads in a clear and 
vibrant shade of pink. 

The individual florets on the flower heads displayed some 
fine dark rose striping against the clean pink of the petals, and a 
slight lightening to white at the centers of the individual flowers. 
Each of our plants bore four or five fully open flower heads at one 
time. 

Another of the new flowers that we found quite charming was 
a pink verbena called Trinidad. Verbenas come in two basic styles 
— the spreading, creeping kinds and those with a compact, 
upright growth habit. Trinidad is an upright type, growing to about 
10 inches tall with a spread of 12 inches. 

Verbena foliage is a very bright green and rather feltlike to 
the touch, the leaves long and oval with deeply toothed edges. 
Above these decorative mounds of foliage our Trinidad plants 
produced masses of 2-inch wide, flat-topped flower clusters in a 
most refreshing shade of pink. Each individual floret in the cluster 
bore in delicate contrast a greenish-white eye. 

Verbena is just a little slower to grow from seed than 
geraniums and gazanias. The seeds take up to 20 days to 
germinate and require quite warm soil temperatures at least 
during the day while they are germinating. But we found the 
plants to be strong, easy to manage and to transplant, and 
extremely free with their flowers. Virtually every leaf axil bore a 
flower stalk of lacy pink. 

The 1985 All-America winning flowers also bring us yet 
another zinnia, this one a boon for home gardeners who are 
especially fond of bright, bold, golden yellow flowers in the 
garden. 

Yellow Marvel is a very uniform zinnia with bright yellow, 
dahlialike flowers about 3 inches across borne well above the 
foliage. The plants grow to about 15 inches high and are ideal for 
use as a medium-high divider in the garden or simply for beds in 
combination with other annuals in complementary colors. 

The last annual flower among the 1985 award winners is 
Century Mixed, a feathered or plumed type of celosia that grows 
to about 28 inches tall with 12-inch feathery plumes in a wide 
color range of yellows, scarlets and reds. 

As | mentioned last week when | described the 1985 award- 
winning vegetables, we grew all the winners in our own garden in 
1984 from trial seeds sent me by All-America Selections. Seeds of 
the current year’s award winners usually aren’t seen on local seed 
racks till the following year but they are available through most of 
the major seed catalogs.

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Arlene McCall is ending her 
fourth year as women’s 
basketball coach at Chaffey 
College. She strives to bring 
the best out of her players, 
whether it’s on or off the 
court.

Arlene McCall has 
experienced the joys of 
winning as well as the agony 
of defeat. She’s an athlete in 
the most disciplined sense of 
the word, in her performance 
as acoach and teacher. 

McCall coaches women’s 
basketball and teaches 
physical education at Chaffey 
College. ‘My job is more than 
being a coach or a teacher,” 
she says. ‘The kids have 
confidence in me. | can-relate 
to them.” 

She feels she can help her 
students through her 
teaching but primariy through 
her personal experiences. 

Chaffey closes its women’s 
basketball season Feb. 15 at 
home against Riverside City 
College. It’s not been a 
winning year for the 
Panthers, but that’s not the 
all-important bottom line for 
McCall. 

“Everyone likes to win, but 
| don’t stress winning as the 
main goal. It’s the talent you 
have at that time. That’s all 
you can work with. All 
coaches like to win, but if you 
play hard, you’re still a 
winner. You have to start 
somewhere.”

in her four years in charge 
of the program, McCall’s had 
a tough time starting. She 
says it’s hard to build a team 
because of the location of 
the school and lack of 
recruits. 

“There were only 27 high 
school seniors available to 
recruit from last fall,’’ the 34- 
year-old Rialto resident 
pointed out. The more 
talented players opt for four- 
year colleges. That often 
results in less playing time 
than McCall offers. 

She’ll ask a potential 
recruit, “Which would you 
rather do: warm the bench at 
Cal Poly for two or three 
years or play basketball for 
two years at Chaffey?” 

This year McCall had two 
returning players, yet that 


fact didn’t deter her coaching. 


‘If ’ve been the best coach 
| could possibly be, then it 
(my time and effort) has not 
been in vain.” 

McCall’s philosophy has 
developed through her own 
successes and defeats. “A 
person has to.be able to 
laugh at themselves and 
laugh at life to survive.” And 
a survivor she is. 

She recently experienced a 
period of agony and near 
defeat in the form of a 


subdural hemotoma, 
hemorrhage of the dura mater 
of the brain. 

“| wanted to give up 
because of the pain, but | 
guess it wasn’t my turn to 
go,” she says. 

McCall lived with 
debilitating dizziness and 
massive headaches for 
months before a doctor at 
Kaiser Permanente Hospital 
in Fontana diagnosed the 
cause. Surgeries anda 
lengthy recuperative period 
followed, complicated with 
stomach and other problems 
which required further 
surgery. 

“! couldn’t have done what 
I’ve done without the support 
system I’ve had in my 
parents, brothers, sisters, 
teachers and friends,” she 
said. ‘“They’ve all been there 
for me when | needed them.” 

The outgoing McCall 
doesn’t like the use of the 
word lucky when applied to 
her situation. ‘| use the word 
blessed. I’ve been biessed ...” 

As in blessed with renewed 
health, although she’s still 
recuperating, and her 
experiences at Chaffey. 

“This season has taught 
me humility more than 5 
anything else. | tell the girls 
not to compare themselves 


with others. Don’t play for 
me, for your mom or dad, play 
for yourself. 

“| try to build character 
more than anything else, to 
stress the total person, the 
physical, mental and 
especially their education. No 
one can take that (education) 
away.” 

Despite a background of 


‘ having competed in 


individual sports before 
securing the Chaffey job, 
McCall is totally into the 
team concept. 

“Vm a people person. | like 
to be part of a team. | want us 
to strive for unity.” 

The unity theme came very 
much into play last year when 
she was successful in raising 
funds to take her basketball 
team to Hawaii. Together 
with the Associated Student 
Body, local merchants and 
the American Legion of 
Ontario, “‘we worked together 


as aschool to go. It was a 
total commitment. 


“| wanted the girls to have 
this experience. Some of 
them had never traveled 
further than San Bernardino 
before.” 

Before graduating from Cal 
State Los Angeles in 1972, 
McCall participated in five 
sports, excelling in track and 
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‘Tom Tondee 


McCall relates experiences to coaching 


field events and archery. 

“My greatest athletic 
triumph was in archery. 
Coach Marge Callahan at Cal 
State took me from scratch 
and in six to eight weeks, 
worked me and molded me 
so that | qualified for the 
nationals in 1970,” she said. 

McCall also qualified for 
nationals in the discus and 
shot put while at Cal State, 
eventually earning a berth in 
the Olympic trials. 

While working toward a 
bachelors degree in physical 
education, volleyball, 
basketball and hockey shared 
her time and interest. McCall 
earned a masters in special 
education at Washington 
State University. 

Prior to her arrival on the 
Rancho Cucamonga campus 
in 1979, McCall worked ait 
Compton College, East Los 
Angeles City College and Cal 
State Long Beach. ‘‘Chaffey 
has given me the most 
stability,” she noted. 

What does the future hold 
for McCall? She’s using her 
“people” skills in working 
toward an eventual career in 
broadcast journalism as a 
sports announcer. 

She has the courage and 
the desire to accompiish 
anything she sets out to do.
